Therefore there was a doubt 
t(mt the wagon seen coming down Fuller­ 
ton avenue ever was at or came from the 
Carlson cottage. 
Then the blood question was considered, 
and Mr. Forrest called attention to the 
evidence of how mental predisposition may 
and often does influence a witness’ testi­ 
mony. 
The testimony of Officer Lorch 
T V . commented On by 
Mr. 
Forrest. 
Lorch, on the stand, had testified that the 
Stains on the wall were blood, the stains 
on the floor were blood, and even the 
stains under the paint were blood, accord­ 
ing to Lorch. 
He was sure of it. 
“ But 
didn’t you find, Mr. Lorch, some cotton in 
the basement of the cottage?” was asked 
Mr. Lorch. 
11 *Ob, yes.’ ” 
“ ‘Was there blood on it?’ ” 
44 ‘No.’ ” 
“ So Mr. Lorch could tell that all the 
other stains in the cottage were blood, 
while those on the cotton in the cellar 
were not blood.

it confidently, that every circumstance 
which has been introduced at this trial, 
which was not brought out at the coro­ 
ner’s inquest, was fabricated. 
They were

The broken 
slat as used by a conspirator was an after­ 
thought.

fetter itself had been introduced, the hand­ 
writing would go with it, and then we 
could go on and show that this hand­ 
writing of this famous letter was not the 
handwriting of Martin Burke. Very clever!

to O’Sullivan, 
so 
that 
ba could tell it on the stand without the 
letter itself being introduced to the jury, 
was fabricated by the Cronin wing of the 
Clan-na-Gael.

boy he was apprenticed to the Watchman 
at Montpelier, but in 18-11 he went to Bos' 
ton and began the publication of a weekly 
paper called the Christian Soldier. 
He 
was four years younger than William 
Lloyd Garrison and his paper was estab­ 
lished but a week later than 
G arrison’s 
famous Liberator. 
The two men were 
soon drawn together and for th irty years 
and mofe they worked side by side in the 
great cause of freedom. 
Mr. 
Johnson 
lectured frequently on the subject of slav­ 
ery, and traveled throughout the eastern 
States agitating abolition. 
In 1884 Mr. 
Johnson was appointed assistant editor of 
the New York Tribuue. 
In 1880 ho pub­ 
lished a book on “ William Lloyd Garri­ 
son and His Times,” and up to a few 
months ago was connected wtth the New 
York Evening Post. 
Mr. Johnson was 
twice married, and leaves a widow and 
one daughter.

The dreadful visitation came upon its 
victims with even less of warning or time 
for preparation than the awful aelugo of 
May 31. The Johnstown opera-house was 
opened to the public less than a fortnight 
ago. 
Stetson’s “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” was 
the play, and there was a large audience 
present considering the very limited means 
which Johnstown people now find at their 
command for any kind of amusement pur­ 
poses. 
During the performance the cry 
of fire was raised. 
To a people to whom any sudden warn 
ing might mean sp much—to those 
had so recently passed through the h 
rors of the greatest flood of the century, 
this cry was terrifying in the extreme. 
It 
spread like wildfire itself, and was on 
every lip in an instant. 
Horrified and 
panic-stricken the hundreds of people in 
the audience rushed over seats, struggling 
bodies, and everything toward the one 
means of exit. 
This was only a single 
narrow stairway, and over one another 
headlong, the frightened people plunged, 
regardless of consequences. 
When the calaminity became known and 
before the dead and wounded could be 
taken out people rushed from the outside 
up the narrow stairs and were crushed by 
the crowd forcing its way to the street. 
By 1:45 o'clock nine dead bodies had 
been recovered from the wreck of the stairs 
and auditorium and dozens upon dozens 
of the injnred had been assisted to doctors’ 
offices and drug stores for relief and re­ 
storation. 
By 2 o’clock twelve dead 
bodies had been counted out and it seemed 
as if the number might yet be swelled— 
possibly doubled. 
The number of in­ 
jured at this hour has reached 
sev 
enty-flve and there has been as yet only 
the most superficial and hasty searches for 
either the rescued or dead. 
When the jam occurred a large number 
of persons, thinking the fire was in the 
opera house, tried to get into the theater, 
making another jam, and it was necessary 
for the firemen tq turn the hose on tho 
crowd to get them away from the door. 
The screams were terrible and it was 
shocking to see small children knocked 
down by big men and trampled upon. 
The theater has always been noted as a 
death trap and was condemned twelve

each of them shall also recommend to the 
court for appointm ent one inspector or 
judge of election and one clerk for each 
voting precinct.

clerks may sele t two bailiffs to keep the 
peace, both not to be of the same political 
party, and they shall also hold the election, 
publicly announce tho result, and make a 
return thereof, before any adjournm ent, 
to the commissioners of election, and the 
commissioners shall canvass the returns, 
declare the result, and makfe a consolidated 
return to the clerk of the Circuit court.

think seriously before it consents to 
place in the hands of the federal author­ 
ities bo tremendous a political power as 
such a general election law woald give, 
for the sake of correcting abuses which 
are gradually decreasing in the sooth 
and are so limited in their geographical 
area.—Christian Union.

W hy Some F arm ers Do N ot Succeed. 
A writer in the Progressive Farmei 
in giving a list of the reasons why 
some farmers do not succeed mentions 
these: They give no attention to de­ 
tails. They think small things not im­ 
portant. They take no pleasure in 
their work. They regard work as a 
misfortune. They weigh and measure 
stingily. They are fretful and impa­ 
tient. They ruin stock by low fencing. 
They let their gates sag and fall down. 
They will not make compost. 
They let 
their fowls roost in trees and on the 
fence. 
They have no shelter for stock, 
They do not curry their horses. They 
leave their plows in the field, 
hang tho harness in the dust, 
put off greasing the wagon, 
starve the calf and milk the cow. 
let their pigs sleep in the dust. 
go to town without business. 
They do 
not know tho best is tho cheapest. 
They have no method or system. They 
go too often “to see a man.” 
They 
have no ear for homo enterprise. They 
never use paint on tho farm. 
They 
plant very late in the spring. They 
stack fodder in tho field. They prop 
the barn door with a rail. They let 
tho horse stand in the rain.

Every farmer ought to have a clean 
nest coop in which to throw a few 
chicks for fattening. 
If penned and 
fed clean food systematically, three 
weeks should have them in condition 
for the table. 
Do not forget this. 
It is a fact that poultry pays a better 
profit than beef. Why do we not have 
more canning establishments to pack 
and export the product to Europe? 
It 
wcul^ certainly pay other companies to 
conduct a business of this class. 
A cross of Leghorn male and female 
Light Brahma makes excellent early 
maturing chicks, and this is what the 
market demands. 
Those who cater to 
tho market should bo wide awako and 
see how to meet the demand quickly 
and obtain top prices; this pays every 
time. 
Chicks hatched late in the fall or 
early winter, if shipped to Eastern 
markets during February, March, and 
April, are in good demand at from 
fifteen to twenty-five cents per ponnd. 
New York and Baltimore markets find 
ready sale for such birds. 
It is worth 
your trying it. 
Young ducks are rapid growers, 
much more so than young chicks. 
A 
largo price is gotten for them 'also. 
We have obtained from fourteen to 
sixteen cents per pound in Eastern 
markets, and these prices at three 
months old. 
Better try a few next 
spring; rightly handled they will pay 
well. 
A variety of food should always be 
given to hens shut up in small yards. 
They need exercise, and a few “bundles 
of straw scattered about and renewed 
occasionally, will 
enable 
them to 
scratch for what is thrown to them. 
Oyster shells and gravel should always 
bo given them. 
An abundance of 
clover hay can bo fed in place of veg­ 
etables, and its results be found bene­ 
ficial.

T he E x p erim en t S tation R ecord. 
Tho office of experiment stations in 
tho Department of Agriculture has 
just begun to issue a publication enti­ 
tled Experiment Station Record. 
The 
intention is to publish this in numbers 
to bo paged continuously, and form a 
volume of six or more numbers for each 
year, including full indexes of names 
and subjects. It will contain such 
rapid and concise synopses of the con­ 
tents of current bulletins and reports 
as will enable tho busy worker to road 
ily ascertain what is going on at the 
It is also 
proposed to include in tho Experiment 
Station Record brief accounts of tho 
publications and work of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and other infor­ 
mation for station workers and others 
interested in agricultural sciences. Tho 
first number contains Part I. of Ab 
stracts of Station Bulletins from Jan­ 
uary to June, 1889. The stations in 
eluded are those of Alabama, Arkansas, 
California, 
Colorado, 
Connecticut, 
South 
Dakota, 
Delaware, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, and 
Kansas. There is also a list of publi­ 
cations of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture from January lto August 15,1889, 
and a list of the station bulletins re­ 
ceived at tho office of experiment sta­ 
tions during tho same period.

D eep V en u s, Shallow Setting. 
A subscriber writes to tho Farir^ Field 
and Stockman asking whether in a 
dairy of fifteen to twenty cows, it is 
better to use a deep or shallow vessel 
for setting the milk for butter making, 
and whether counting the first cost of 
deep setting cans we would recom­ 
mend a farmer to purchase a patented 
creamer with faucet for drawing the milk 
from under the cream or a less expen­ 
sive one without tho faucet, doing* tho 
skimming with a dipper or otherwise 
We should use tho deep setting cans 
by all means. Hero with us the open 
plain deep can costs about one-third as 
much as tho Cooley can, and we should 
use the latter. 
Tho only difference in 
the expense in tho two methods of setting 
(tho open deep cans and tho Cooley) 
is the cost of tho cans. Tho same 
tank can be used in either case. 
If 
there Is a tank on tho farm that is deep 
enough to hold the cans all £ou have 
to do is to procure them, place tho 
tank handy to the water aud you have 
a creamery. 
The first Cost of the few 
cans needed for a dairy of fifteen or 
twenty cows would not bo large, and

A g ricu ltu ra l N otes. 
An eminent authority has said that 
grasses are social in character—that 
they thrive best where they have close 
neighbors of different varieties. 
The editor of the Journal of Agricol­ 
ite, writing on corn yields, says: “We 
lave seen, in Missouri, 120 bushels and 
’orty pounds to tho acre on eighty 
acres, and still another eighty produced 
IOO bushels per acre with a waste strip 
of at least three acres running through 
i t ” 
Clyde Eastman, writing from Loui­ 
siana, says: Cotton in this section of 
the State is an average crop and is of 
a good quality. 
The weather for the 
last few weeks has been very good for 
cotton, and what cotton has been gath­ 
ered so far, is clean and white and 
brings good prices. 
F. T. Acton, ninety-two miles west of 
Omaha, writes: Crops are very good 
here; farmers are busy husking. Corn 
is yielding from forty to sixty bushels 
per acre, is worth sixteen cents per 
bushel allowing eighty pounds to the 
bushel. Corn is all shelled here, and 
the cobs are used for fuel. Wheat 
and oats not so good, damaged by hail 
July 13th; oats worth thirteen cents, 
wheat fifty cents; flax made from five to 
fifteen bushels per acre, worth ninety- 
five cents; very dry here now.

are supposed to use dairy products.

average 
Jerico 
for 
good 
creamery butter in cities of the United 
States thi^ year, has been twenty-six 
cents, of dairy butter nineteen cents, 
making tho average price received 
twenty-threo and one-half cents. 
The 
aggregate butter crop has been 1,400,- 
000,000 pounds; cheese, 450,000,000 
pounds. 
In 
manufacturing 
butter 
about half tho milk product has been 
consumed. The milk of this coun­ 
try this year has been worth [$790,- 
000,000, over 
$2,000,000 per day. 
The dairy crop is more in value than 
that of any other single interest. The 
poultry and egg interest can bo^at- 
tended to by woman and children. 
The system of cold storage enables 
holders to lay in largo stocks and dis­ 
pose of them when hens are off duty 
and prices high. 
The poultry and egg 
crop this year is nearly equal to the 
cotton crop of tho United States.

having a rate inside of two minutes in a 
year. 
It is a calendar cloc%:, and shows 
the day of tho week and month, making 
the proper changes for leap year, and 
showing twenty-nine days on bissextile 
years.

A clo ck o f gems clock w a s one of the 
chief attractions of the Russian exhibit at 
the centennial world’s fair in Philadel­ 
phia in 1876. 
The material (lapis lazuli) 
is what the imperishable ultramarine blue 
is made from; the only color known to 
artists on wLich time has no effect 
This 
substance, as a raw material, is worth its 
weight in gold, commercially, and when 
we come to add the value of labor ski llful 
enough to fashion and combine the numer­ 
ous pieces of selected stone to construct a 
dock case fully eighteen inches high by 
twelve broad we can roughly estimate the 
value of such a gem of horological treasure. 
The stone is very rare, and, 
while not 
being 03 valuable as the blue sapphire, is 
still more of a curiosity. 
It only reveals 
it^ peculiar beauty on close scrutiny—an 
innumerable galaxy of golden stars float­ 
ing in an azure vault being then percep­ 
tible. 
This appearance is due to small 
particles of iron pyrites embedded ic the 
crystalline mass. 
Tho movement is a fine 
one, of the modern French pattern, and 
good for several hundred years service. 
Look now at a beautiful specimen of the 
old French clock; it is probably two hun­ 
dred or two hundred 
and fifty years old. 
The case is of yellow 
brass, and elaborately 
wrought.
